JUVENILE OFFENDERS. 

Those who have recently been 
urging the need for the provision 
of a Reformatory in Hongkong 
will. have read with interest the 
replies published on Saturday to 
the series of questions asked by 
the Hon. Mr. Alabaster concern- 
ing the juvenile offenders now 
lodged in Victoria Gaol. These 
showed that there are at present. 
nine such, under the age of 
sixteen years, incarcerated, and 
that this is an* unusually high 
number, in the ordinary course 
there being only one or two in 
gaol ‘at. atirie. These juveniles 
are not allowed - books, 
not work in the workshops 
and are not instructed 
any‘ trade, according to the an- 
wwers given to Mr. Alabaster's 
queries. Then what do they do? 
Apparently unproductive hard 
labour, of no-use to themselves 
or anyone .else. If that be 
80, more's, the, pity, for we. 
see that one of them has-a 
years's spell of imprisonment. and 
two others half that period 
todo.

Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, who has promised 
to do everything within his power 
to guard the interests of China. ; 

The resolutions passed yester- 
day’ were to petition the, Military 
Government to act according tg 
the.public opinion of China, to 
telegraph the Chinese delegates 
at Paris to demand Tsingtau back 
directly, Or refuse to sign» the 
Peace’. Treaty, to advise the 
citizeris throughout the provinces, 
to support the Chinese delegates 
at Paris in upholding the Chinesa 
demands, to declare to other pro- 
vinces that the impending  so- 
caljed improvement loans. pro- 
po&ed by Peking will not. be 
sanctioned by.the people. .

Tt is a fact beyond question that 
the Germans encouraged if they 
did not organise, a certain subtle 
and, venomous attack on the 
and morality of the 

occupying troops. 

The portentous growth of} 
immorality in Germany during 
the war was recognised by the]. 
military authorities, who took all 
sorts of drastic steps to prevent 
the:Army being affected. They 
issued warning of the severest 
penalties wgainst soldiers who 
should contract disease. and 
shaved the’ head” of a woman 
against whom the men ' were 
especially warned.” It was a 
military crime of the worst kind 
to be seen with one of these 
persons. 


It would be of no use, indeed it 
would be an ill-service fo the 
future well-being of the Army, to 
conceal the fact that the occupy- 
ing troops were beset by low-class 
women. The consequence was 
inevitable. The percentage of 
venereal disease, which Bad been 
low during the four years of fight- 
ing.rose rapidly, and even be- 
came in certain places and in 
some units so serious as vitally to |- 
affect the value and health of our 
troops. 

The Rhine women especially 
distinguished themselves in the 
reception they extended to the 
occupying troops. 
filled everyone, and with amaze- 
ment disgust, who saw the scenes 
in the crowded High-street of 
Cologne when our: troops first 
entered. Crowds of women, some 
looking respectable, Some not,

greeted our soldiers. They were 


hailed in English phrases, their 
hands were seized,-and every sort 
of invitation was extended’ to 
them. : 

Cologne was not exceptional in 
thé respect, but it has achieved 
a certain especial notoriety, and 
the belief began to grow though 
there is né proof of this, that the 
Germans had made it a sort of 
concentration camp of unfor- 
tunate women. There was cer- 
tainly a willingness that our 
troops should suffer, if it-had to 
be and existing regulations went 
by the-board, though the German 
police worked along .with our 
military police, and in individual 
cases showed zeal and intellig- 
ence.” .”
